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1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Richart (see Example 
1; col. 1, line 65 through col. 2, line 16; col. 4, lines 59-68; see also Example 2 concerning 
application of the powder to a mold). 

The applied reference discloses the instant on-mold coated article as set forth in product-by- 
process claim 17 as disclosed in Examples 1 and 2 taken in combination with the disclosure 
concerning the mold release agents, polymerization accelerators, pigments and the disclosure 
bridging columns 1 and 2 concerning the addition of highly functional monomers. Clearly, Richart 
recognizes that such monomers lower the T g (see col. 2, line 13) of the coating composition 
causing it to block, the very reason applicant excludes these monomers from the coating 
composition. In Example 1, Richart contains no crosslinking monomer and hence this anticipates 
the claim. The application of the coating composition to the mold is taught in Example 2 of 
Richart.

Van Gasse and Cummings et al are cited as of interest to show methods of in-mold 
coating and articles made therefrom.
